DAMAGES FOR OWNER. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

Harry Caprani, ‘‘ The Styles,’’ Howth road, 
Clontarf, printer, sued Michael Sargent, 
' The Avors,” Howth road, for damages, 
which were placed at £50, for that the de- 
fendant or his agents had placed poisonous 
substances on the public ail in consequence 
ot which a dog the property ef the plaintifí 
was poisoned and died. 

The defendant denied that he was guilty 
of negligence or breach of duty, and pleaded 
that the plaintiff had not suffered damage 
as alleged. 

The plaintiff, in evidence, said that he 
had received the dog when it was very 
young, and that it was only nine months 
old when it died of poisoning. It was a 
pedigree dog, and was worth, in his opinion, 
£50. As he always kept his dog in a lead, 
it could not have gone into the defendant’s 
field. The dog was poisoned by, eating some 
pieces of food on the footway. 

The defendant said that he took the land 
for a period of twelve months, ending 
January, 1932, for sheep grazing. The sheep 
were many times aber by dogs, and he 
gave notice to the Guards and put up printed 
notices that he was laying poison on the 
land. His man put pieces of poisoned meat 
on the land, but none on the pathway out- 
side the field. The poison was strychnine, 
and he heard, that the dog died of strych- 
nine poisoning. It was possible that a piece 
of the meat might have been lifted by a 
crow or a idbg and, dropped on the path 
outside. 

Sergeant Gbare, Clontarf station, stated 
that he had) received proper notice from the 
defendant that he was going to lay the 
poison. i 

Isaac Nikon, steward on the Vernon 

estate, said hat he knew the plaintiff's dog, 
a setter, and he had seen it in the field, a 
couple of times after the notices were put 
up. It was accompanied by another setter, 
and both belonged to the same litter. 
_ The Judgp found that the poisoned meat 
had been placed on the path outside the field 
deliberately,| with the object of poisoning 
dogs going into the field. The plaintiff had 
been offered £15 for the dog, and a decree 
for that ampunt, with costs and professional 
expenses, would be made.

Commander Gavin has set himself a 
forimidable task. His book is almost an 
abbreviated story of the Royal Navy ; it 
hat entailed a Sako ed ied painstaking 
ips s and other docu- 
ments stored at the Admiralty; but it 
has put at the disposal of the public a 
itherto unpublished 
material. i 
From the earliest times English Kings 
had special ships provided for their use 
on ceremonial occasions, on visits to their 
fighting ships, and, in later times. on 
pléasure cruises. Every one of these func- 
tions in turn is dealt with, and Com- 
mander Gavin gives a most interesting 
account of the ceremonies carried out on 
beard the royal yachts. 
Beginning with King Edgar, A.D. 975, 
right up to the present King’s racing 
yacht, Britannia, in her 1932 Bermudian 
rig, the author describes the design, con- 
struction, rig, crew carried, and accom- 
modation provided on these boats; short 
accounts are given of cruises conducted 
by the royal yachts with some member of 
the Royal Family on board. In most cases, 
where a painting exists of a royal yacht, 
it is reproduced in an excellent manner, 
greatly enhancing the value of the book. 
The term “ yacht’’ was not in use in 
England until about the year 1660, when 
a Dutch yacht, the Mary, was presented 
to King Charles. He seems to have been 
the first English King to indulge in the 
sport of yacht-racing, and some of his 
matches with other boats are mentioned. 
The book is beautifully illustrated with 
65 half-tone plates and 15 plates in 
colour. The excellence of the printing and 
the wealth of the material which it con- 
teins combine to form a most attractive 
volume, which every yachtsman and lover 
of the sea. will delight to have in his 
library. 


A MANAGED CURRENCY.

F Mr. Montague Norman approaches 

the processes and problems of currency 
in ‘‘ignorance and humility,” his 
colleague on the Board of the Bank of 
England approaches both with the con- 
fidence of a physiologist who is also a 
skilled surgeon. In this little book, which 
is certain to be the centre of controversy 
for some time, Sir Basil Blackett sets 
ont his ideas for a “planned” and 
‘‘managed’’ currency, as a part of a 
planned and managed economic system. 

The Jate Chancellor of the Indian 
Exchequer does not attempt to divorce 
currency from its integral place in the 
social scheme, and he postulates a 
national—even an Imperial—plan before 
his ideas for a “ planned’’ money system 
shall be made operative. He postulates 
‘a political philosophy which is the 
antithesis of laissez-faire,’ and quotes 
with evident approval a definition of 
“ planning ” which was made recently by 
Sir Arthur Salter. Yet, given a planned 
economy and an ordered social environ- 
ment, what does Sir Basil Blackett desire ? 
Simply it is control of the wholesale price 
level and the use of the resultant index 
number as a base for currency. He ranges 
himself to a considerable extent with 
Major Douglas and Mr. Maynard Keynes, 
and is quite clear that there should be 
no return to the gold standard for internal 
trade. 

“The breakdown of the existing economic 
system,’’ he says, “ appears most obviously 
in the failure of the machinery of distri- 
bution,” and he would have ' a com- 
munity of free men and women, self- 
disciplined by an active social conscience, 
and organised for mutual service with the 
help of legislation devised by themselves,” 
This is exactly what the early advocates 
cf democracy hoped for, but never achieved, 
so that some additional machinery. will be 
needed to ensure it. to-day. 

“The idea which is being sought after 
is a local currency that will provide a 
measure of value which can be spoken of 
as a yard-stick without the metaphor being 
hopelessly over-strained—a currency of 
which the purchasing power will remain 
stable from year to year and from 
decade to decade, so that the money 
value in a money contract entered into 
for a long period. . . may represent 
the same purchasing... power, over 
commodities throughout the period of 
the contract. . This ideal would be 
most nearly realised if stability could 
be attained in some index number which 
adequately measured the sum of all the 
most important activities ofthe economic 
life of the nation.” There is no such 
index number available at present, but 
there is no insuperable difficulty in the 
compilation and fixation of one. That it 
would be imperfect at first is admitted ; 
but with growing experience it could be 
made to function much more accurately 
in relation to currency than the gold 
standard has functioned in the post-war 
period. , As Sir Basil states, the.gold stan- 
dard always made wide  finctuations 
possible, and it was thus most imperfect 
as a ameasure of value either for interna) 
or external trade. 

The author admits that, even if the new 
measure of price were immediately avail- 
able, it would still be difficult to use it for 
international commerce; but he believes 
that a “ Sterlingaria,’’ comprising all 
those countries at present on a sterling 
currency or .acting with it, could be 
arranged, and that gradually  ioter- 
national exchanges would rectify them- 
selves in relation to the mew currency. 

What emerges from the discussion is 
that probably Mr. Montague Norman’s 
attitude of “ ignorance and humility “” is 
fully justified under present conditions. 
Yet it is also urgent that something should 
be done to stop the drift that has been 
going on rapidly for the past ten years. 
Exactly what ought to be done is not very 
clear, but Sir Basil Blackett makes out a 
more than plausible case for his ideas. It 
seems almost certain -now that there will 
be some “ managing ’’ of the currency in 
these islands before many months have 
passed, and all that remains to be deter- 
mined is how the currency may be 
“ managed,” and upon what basis. The 
price level index number is the only basis 
that offers itself as presenting all the 
factors needed. | 

This little book will give as good an 
introduetion to the subject as is now 
available, and it desérves to be studied 
with care.

NLIKE ker mother and sister, Miss 
Sylvia Pankhurst, when war broke 
out in 1914, remained steadfast in rebel- 
lion and militant suffragism. In the 
war years most of her restless energy was 
thrown into campaigns for the alleviation 
of distress that was the hard lot of 
poverty-stricken strata of the population— 
especially of women and children—in the 
East End of London. These campaigns 
are the material upon which she has drawn 
for her interesting, but discursive, book. 
Some of these campaigns were fruitful, 
some otherwise; some appear now As 
eminently justified by the needs of the 
times, some as less happily and wisely 
directed. One and all they are recalled 
now with a frankness which may not com- 
mend itself to every mind, but is most 

engaging in its obvious sincerity. 
ere for a generation which could know 
nothing of: the hardships inflicted by war 
upon the people least able to bear it are 
memories, now painful, now humorous, 
of work among ‘what were known as 
separation allowance women, munition 
girls and other war workers, conscientrous 
objectors, soldiers broken in the trenches, 
friends and relatives of youths executed at 
the front, miserably low-paid women 
wage-earners, untiring, but often unavail- 
ing, struggle against “ profitecring,’’ and 
ceaseless effort to ease the burden upon 
innocent native and foreign victims of 
war madness. With them are personal re- 
collections, now friendly, now critical and 
caustic, of such prominent figures as 
George Bernard Shaw, Israel Zangwill, 
Keir Hardie, Olive Schreiner, George 
Lansbury, the Countess de Markievicz, 
Bertrand Russell, Lady Astor, A. J. 
Balfour, Lord Cecil; Ramsay Macdonald, 
Lloyd George, Arthur Henderson, and 

others. 

At times Miss Pankhurst presents 
graphic word pictures. Thus she has a 
vivid description of Dublin on the fateful 
August 4, 1914. She had come to Dublin 
on a visit, hei attended the meeting of 
the Corporation and the inquest after the 
Bachelor’s Walk outbreak, and was here 
when she learned of the outbreak of war. 

The volume is profusely illustrated by 
contemporary photographs.

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Famous Secret Societies, By John Heron 
Lepper. London: Sampson Low. 12/6. i 
HE origins, aims, ritual and personnel 
of secret societies have always had a 
fascination for the uninitiated, as well as 
for the votaries of these associations 
themselves. In all likelihood, too, this 
fascination exercised by the mysterious 
will persist in the future so long as men 
organise themselves in bodies which for 
one reason or another work in secret,. and 
not in the light of day. Certainly, for all 
its enlightenment, our contemporary 
world shows no signs of ‘abandoning the 
centuries’ old habit of combination under 
bond of oath for some special objective. 
In this volume Mr. Lepper has made 
an important addition to the literature of 
the subject. Very wisely he has avoided 
the temptation to Bove common rumour 
as fact, and his work possesses, therefore, 
a higher value than that, for example, of 
Mrs. Webster. Without pretending to be 
exhaustive, Mr. Lepper covers a very 
wide field, extending from the ancient 
mysteries of Egypt, Elensis and Mithra to 


modern combinations like the Irish Repub- 


lican Brotherhood and the Ku Klux Klan. 

Particular attention is given to societies 
with political and revolutionary aims in 
different countries in all ages. Irish 
readers will turn with interest to the 
sections on the Orange Society, the United 
Irishmen, Whiteboys, Defenders, Ribbon- 
men, Fenians and others. Nothing very 
new or fresh will be found here on these 


organisations, but, except for minor errors, 


Mr. Lepper’s accounts of them are both 
accurate and impartial. His researches, 
however, do not extend to the later 
activities of the I.R.B. in the present 
century—but that is a chapter in history 
still unwritten.

HE original version of this book was 
withdrawn owing to official inter- 
vention, Offence, or occasion’ of offence, 
it appears, had been given by some out- 
spoken cemments in relation to certain 
Colonial personages. The offending 
passages have now been excised without 
seriously affecting the contents. 

The author, who is, perhaps, better 
known as Lady Angela Forbes, comes from 
a distinguished and adventurous family, 
and is herself remarkable for her dashing 
quality. Her book is a lively volume of 
reminiscences of people and places. In it 
she touches upon dress-designing in May- 
fair, salmon fishing off North Cape, native 
worship among the Maoris, electioneering 
in England, and varied adventures in 
North Berwick. New Zealand, South 
Africa, New South Wales and Iceland. 
Among her heroes is the Dublin-born De 
Groot, whom she visited shortly after the 
Sydney Bridge incident. 

Lady Angela is nothing if not candid, 
and her notes upon politicians, living and 
dead, upon racing, and upon the many 
and miscellaneous activities in which she 
has taken part, are generally piquant, 
but not often charitable. This is a bright 
and gossipy book, but it is not likely to 
serve any higher purpose than the throw- 
ing of light upon certain aspects of 
English society.

The 
book seems to follow naturally from the 
position adopted by the author in 
“ Reality ’"—namely, that science and 
religion are two parallel answers to a 
knowledge of ultimate reality. If that 
thesis is tenable, it means that the word 
“ religion ’’ may not be identified with the 
Christian religion. He now, therefore, 
carries forward the inquiry by a survey 
and comparison of the two great religions, 
Buddhism and Christianity. 

For the purpose of getting at the inner 
side of the religion, Dr, Streeter, during 
recent visits to China and Japan, sought 
by personal contact with official teachers 
and intelligent adherents to arrive at a 
sympathetic understanding of what 
Buddhism means to those who profess it. 
This, added to his previous acquaintance 
with the type of Buddhism prevailing in 
India and Ceylon, made him acquainted 
with the outstanding features and 
peculiarity of development of the religion 
in these countries. The result is a book of 
deep interest to students of religion. Per- 
haps, the most interesting section will be 
found in the chapters which deal with the 
attitude of the respective religion to pain, 
conduct and immortality. There are two 
appendices, the first of which deals with 
the Buddhist sects of Japan, while the 
second contains a trenchant criticism of 
Professor Otto’s attitude in ' The Idea of 
the Holy ” to the precise nature of the 
“ non-rational ” element in religion.

HERE seems to be a rare fascina- 
tion about the literature of escape. 
At a time when war books in general 
have lost their popularity, mnarra- 
tives relating to prisoners’ escapes always 
find a ready public; and both of these 
volumes will be read eagerly by many who 
were in the nursery when the War was 
being waged. The fifteen men whb con- 
tribute their experience to a single volume 
include Germans as well as Britons. One 
of them made a valiant effort to escape 
from England by means of a submarine 
which was to have picked him up on the 
coast of Wales, but his plan misfired, and 
he spent the rest of the war under lock 
and key. 

Most of the Englishmen who got away 
from Germany made their way to the 
Dutch frontier, and there are very few 
men who were prisoners in the Father- 
land who even now could not draw a 
fairly good map of the area between the 
Ems and Holland. All the stories are 
faithfully told, and one gains a good idea 
of the hardships through which the suc- 
cessful fugitive had to pass before he 
gained his freedom. From Berlin to the 
Dutch frontier is a good 500 kilometres, 
which is a longish distance to walk on a 
comparatively empty stomach; but hun- 
dreds of men made the attempt, and quite 
a few got away with it. 

A curious feature of escapes from Ger- 
many is the fact that in the majority of 
cases the successful truants could not 
speak a word of German. Those who had 
a smattering of the language almost in- 
vatiably were caught, because they were 
over-confident, and used to take risks 
which would be avoided by men who were 
entirely ignorant of German. The latter 
used to hide all day and take to the roads 
at nights, carefully avoiding villages and 


towns. and, if they had sufficient nourish- | 


ment with them—chocolate and Oxo cubes 
were the best provisions—they had a 
reasonably good chance. The penalties of 
failure were pretty severe; for the Ger- 
mans did not like prisoners to escape. 
Nevertheless. most prisoners with red 
blood in their veins had a shot at it, and 
many volumes could be written to describe 
the adventures of those who were re- 
captured, sometimes almost within sight of 
their goal. | 

One young Scotsman, who was adjudged 
to be physically unfit for the Army, 
walked into a London newspaper Office 
one day early in the War, and announced 
that he proposed to make a trip to Berlin. 
The editor thought that he was mad, but 
undertook to pay him a substantial sum 
for his “story ” if he could achieve his 
plan. He strolled across the Danish 
frontier into Germany shortly afterwards, 
and managed to get as far as one of the 
Baltic cities, where, of course, he was 
arrested, and taken to Ruhleben Camp- 
Here he developed pneumonia, and very 
nearly died; but no sooner was he better 
than he left the camp, spent a day or two 
in Berlin, and finally made his way into 
Holland. 

Men of this stamp were real heroes of 
the War, whose stories never have been 
told properly. They ran risks at which 
even the front-line soldier would have 
blanched; for they always were in danger 
of being shot out of hand as spies. Yet 
the lust of adventure was in their souls, 
and they dared greatly without a qualm. 
Mr. Lloyd George is reported to have 
described the Ruhleben prisoners once as 
i“ foather-bed heroes”’; if he had spent a 
few months there, he would have had a 
different story to tell.

I AS three books afford a key 
which eventually must open the way 
to a better—and, perhaps more sym- 
pathetic—understanding of one of the most 
tragic and enigmatic figures in hterature. 
The “ Early Life of D. H. Lawrence,” by 
Ada Lawrence and Stuart Gelder, is an 
excellent account of the early days and 
boyhood of the novelist, with a number of 
letters and some hitherto unpublished 
work. It is a book that must prove well- 
nigh indispensable to all who would read 
his “ Letters ” with understanding, since 
it brings the narrative of the author's life 
just to the point where the ~ Letters ' 
begin. ‘The Savage Pilgrimage,’ by 
Catherine Carswell, is a larger and more 
thorough account of the life of Lawrence. 
It is written with sympathy and that real 
friendliness which almost amounts to In-

sight, and, like the former volume, is very 


necessary to a better knowledge of the 
mentality and philosophy of Lawrence. It 
is useful, too, by reason of its account of 
the relations between Mr. Middleton 
Murry and the novelist, which prepares 
the way for a close study of Lawrence in 
“Son of Woman,” by Mr. Murry.

OUNT DE POURTALES has written 
a masterly work on Richard Wagner. 
Few musicians have inspired a more volu- 
minous literature than the German 
master, whose work constitutes one of the 
most gigantic monuments ever raised by 
genius to the human mind. Critics have 
fumed and stormed for two generations ; 
Wagner has been hailed as a supreme 
genius by some, as a charlatan by others. 
His place in the history of music. has not 
yet been decided, and Count Pourtalés’s 
magnificent study of his life will do much 
to clear up many obscure points in his 

eventful career. 

It is difficult to believe that Wagner, 
whose wife. Cosima, died only about two 
years ago, was born at the time when 
Napoleon was conquering Europe. Mozart 
had not been long dead when the man who 
was to transform the art of opera first saw 
the light in Dresden. His parentage was 
doubtful. He himself believed that he 
was the son of a Jewish actor, and the 
matter never has been determined; but 
from an early age he began to show those 
remarkable: gifts which afterwards lifted 
him to the highest pinnacle of musical 
fame. 

Count Pourtalés tells the story of 
~Wagner’s remarkable career with sym- 
pathy and understanding. His life was 
a continuous struggle, first against poverty 
and later against ill-health. From the 
outset he met with rebuffs and disappoint- 
ments. His music was ridiculed; his 
masterpieces were dismissed by the critics 
as trash; even his nearest and dearest 
friends at times ‘seemed to doubt the real 
quality of his genius. There was one, 
however, who never failed him. Franz 
Liszt, himself a master of the musical 
craft, encouraged Wagner in his most 
gloomy moments, and it was through 
Liszt’s generosity, as well as the devotion 
of his wife Minna—whom he treated dis- 
gracefully—that he was able to survive 
the dreadful years in Paris, in Riga, and 
in Italy, when his operas were being 
treated with derisive scorn. 

Nothing is extenuated by Count 
Pourtalés. Wagner’s complex character 
is laid bare with all the skill of the 
psychological surgeon. His love affairs, 
his cavalier treatment of his friends, his 
selfishness, and his fierce hatreds— 
all are set down with fine impartiality ; 
but in all cases the man is made 
subservient to the Master. After all, it 
is dificult to expect the creator of “ The 
Ring,” of “ Tristan,” and of “ Meister- 
singer ” to conform to the ordinary 
canons of conventional life. Wagner was 
anything but a lovable personality. He 
discarded friends, even when they were 
men of the stamp of Friedrich Nietzsche. 
with utter ruthlessness as soon as they 
had served his purpose; but that pur- 
pose was followed with almost super- 
human energy. Everything else was 
sacrificed to Wagner's work; and the 
legacy which he has left behind him is 
justification for all his shortcomings. 


ODOROUS AIR. 
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Gardens of Fragrance. By Geoffrey W. Hensiow, 
M.A., F.R.H.§.

ARDEN lovers with old-fashioned 
ideas will delight in Mr. Henslow’s 
books—those people who place the 
fragrance of a flower first, then perfection 
fof form and vividness of colouring; the 
people who view with dismay a list of 
tifty varieties of the ever-popular rose, of 
which thirty-nine are without scent. Mr. 
Henslow; who is well qualified to write on 
the subject of flowers, makes a very good 
case for his garden of fragrance, in which 
by daylight and dusk the air is rich with 
the scents that we love. Every bird pre- 
fers such a garden, he points out; bees 
and butterflies appreciate enormously the 
fragrance whose primary object is not to 
delight the owner of the garden, but to 
guide those visiting insects on their busy 
quest. For the lucky person who plans * 
new garden this book will come as a God- 
send, with its admirable photographs and 
sound advice. The gardener, Giles, sup- 
plies a good deal of shrewd humour; he 
Is not, by the way, an admirer of crazy 
pavements. Lastly, the author has some- 
thing to say about trees and shrubs. 
“ Were I allowed to plant but one tree, 
it would be a silver birch,”’ he says; “ní 
one shrub, it would be a rose.” Many 
lovers of landscape gardens will say 
“ Amen.”’

HE three short stories, written by a 
German, which are included in 
‘Uproar ih the Village,” bear the unmis- 
takable stamp of literary brilliance. They 
are gloomy enough ; for all three deal with 
deeds of violence, but the author has a 
powerful pen, and with a few strokes can 
give a vivid picture of peasant life. The 
scene of his stories is laid in Czecho- 
slovakia, where there is a virile and a 
colourful peasantry. He manifestly 
knows the people about whom he writes, 
and displays all the descriptive powers of 
an O'Flaherty in his village sketches. Few 
Germans understand the Slav outlook, 
just as few Englishmen understand the 
Irish: but Herr Jellinek is an exception. 
His characters are human beings, who 
live, love, quarrel, and hate. Some of 
Í them are unpleasant persons, but they all 
are intensely alive. The translation is 
excellent, and the stories, although slight 
indicate that their author is a man of 
whom more is likely to be heard.

T vesterday’s sitting of the Tree State 
A Government Commission of Inquiry 1nto 
the salaries and general working con- 
ditions of Civil Servants, Mr. J. P. Brennan, 
Chairman, presiding, Mr. i. P. Boland, 
Assistant Secretary of the Department /or 
Finance, continued his evidence. 

Before the change from the British Govern. 
ment to the Irish Free State, Mri Boland 
said. there was a considerable amount o! 
public attention devoted to what was known 
as the forty-three Boards in Dublin. There 
was a great deal of adverse criticism of the 
extravagance of the administration as the re- 
sult of the functioning of so many boards. 
On the setting up of the Irish Free tate 
there was a clean sweeping of the slate, and 
these boards were abolished. There was a 
tendency to revert to the old idea since the 
year 1924, for since that year five bodies 
similar to the old ones had been set up in 
theory.

It was i 
teresting, he said, to see how much further 
this tendency would be carried. They could 
quite imagine that a state of things might 
be reached where it would be embarrassing 
to the Department’s control of the pay and 
conditions in the Civil Service.

If that tendency grew, 
a Commission of Inquiry into the Civil Sers 
vice, sitting ten years hence, might have pro- 
blems much more difficult than the Com- 
mission sitting that day. . 

Mr. Boland, dealing with the recruitment 
of the Civil Service, said that out of 22 to 25 
junior administrative posts, three, he thought. 
were occupied by women. The number ot 
girls in the Civil Service, however, was In- 
creasing, and would continue to increase, and 
women of higher education and capacity 
would be required to deal with the problems 
of control and discipline peculiar to them. 
So many young girls were employed in the 
Land Commission, for instance, that a 
Minister for Agriculture complained on one 
occasion t’.at the place was more uke 4 
) school than a Government office. 


GIRLS’ SALARIES. 


Mrs. Kettle, a member of the Commission, 
asked Mr. Boland what was the salary of 
writing assistants in‘ the Civil Service. 

He replied that they were paid 18s., plus 
bonus, at the age of 17 years, and this rose 
to 34s., plus bonus. That, he said, worked 
out so as to give a girl leaving a primary 
school and entering the Civil Service 50s. a 
week. He thought that that amount was 
better than girls received on entering busi- 
ness in a shop, for instamce, even if they 
had to support themselves. | 

Mrs. Kettle said that it was the intention 
of the Civil Service to try to attract a good 
elass of girl from the country, a girl with 
a good appearance and one who dresses w ell. 
It would be very difficult, if not impossible, 
for young girls coming to Dublin to support 
themselves on 30s. a week. A girl from the 
country would have to economise in things 
such as food, in which they should not 
economise, in order to keep up a good ap- 
pearance. They knew that the cost of living 
in Dublin was very high, and it was not ti 
the interests of the health and well-being of 
these young girls to pay them a sg Is 
low as the figures mentioned by Mr. Boland. 
The latter rephed that it was not an 
unreasonable rate of pay. In London the 
pay was 20s., plus bonus, rising to 36s., and 
the girl in London had to travel perhaps 
twleve miles from her home in the suburbs 
of London, while the girl in Dublin had not 
to travel nearly so far. As a matter of fact, 
he said. the writing assistants in the Civil 
Service were about the only people who were 
better paid now than they were under the 
British regume. 

Questioned by Mrs. Kettle as to the ad 
visability of having women in the higher 
grades and the equality of women in the 
Civil Service, Mr. Boland said he thought 
that the time would when it would 
be necessary to have women in the higher 
grades of the Service. As regards the rights

PREPARATION FOR 
COURTSHIP. 


SUGGESTED SUBJECT FOR 
CHURCH COMMITTEE. 


‘Religious and moral preparation for court- 
ship, betrothal, marriage and‘ parenthood is 
one of the subjects which the' Archbishop of 
‘York will be asked to appoint a committee 
to consider when the Convocation of York 
meets at York on January 19 and 20. 

The Rev. F. Hope Scott, Vicar of 88. Mary 
and Peter, Dairycoates, will put forward this 
proposal suggesting that the committee con- 
sist mainly of bishops and ‘priests, and be 
empowered to consult. persons having special 
knowledge of subjects investigated, which 
Should also include religious: and moral pre- 
paration for Christian citizenship and Church 
membership, and ‘‘pastoral ministry to 
married persons, in particular to those who 
are at variance, with a view to their recon- 
ciliation.”’

MANY MORE CUT BY FREE 
STATE CENSOR. 


The Free. State Film Censor’s return for 
1932 shows that there has been a decline in 
the number of films submitted to him, the 
total number being 2,175, as compared with 
2,485 in the previous year. ‘This is due to Fast & 
a falling-off in.the number of short films and 
interest films; but there is an increase of 
46 long dramatic films, which number 515, 
as compared with 469 in 1931.

1931 to 159 in 1932. 

The censor’s. decision was responsible for 
the rejection, of 195 films (15.6 per cent. 
of the total), though 37 of these were after- 
wards passed by the Appeal Board. 56.7 per

Mr. Cosgrave’s statement at Naas, on 
Thursday, may prove to be the turning- 
point in a national crisis. It was a 
dramatic appeal to English generosity and 
to Irish sanity and _ self-interest. He 
pledges his party, if it recaptures office, 
to such a lightening of the land annuities 
as, combined with the stoppage of the 
economic war, will: restore the farmers’ 
welfare. His Government will remit all 
the land annuities from November, 1932, 
until November, 1934, and afterwards will 
require payment at only one-half of the 
present rate. “ [In my opinion,” says Mr. 
Cosgrave, ‘‘tke farmers are unable to pay 
more than half of what they have been 
paying, and I will collect no more than 
that.” The cost of this great concession, 
if it should fall wholly upon the Free 
State’s Exchequer, would be exceedingly 
large. The annuities remitted between 
November, 1932, and November, 1934 
would amount to some six million pounds, 
and the permanent halving of the 
annuities thereafter would involve an 
annual tax of £1,500,000. Mr. Cosgrave 
is confident, however, that the British 
Government will take its share of the 
burden, and ‘will be not less liberal to 
the Free State than it was to distressed 
Europe at Lausanne. His offer, he de- 
clares, is not a “ political bribe,” and we 
think that the country’s almost desperate 
circumstances justify this denial. It is, 
however,. a most forceful and most im- 
pressive bid for victory at the general 
election. To assume that the farmers will 
hesitate in their verdict would be to 
assume that a whole community has quali- 
fied suddenly for Bedlam.

The British Railways. 


While the Irish railway companies are 
looking forward with gloomy forebodings 
to January 23rd, when the truce on the 
Great Northern line will come officially to 
an end, the situation on the British rail- 
ways is giving the people of the neighbour- 
ing island serious food for thought. 
Yesterday the British Railway 
Board issued its findings in respect of the 
railway companies’ application for an all- 
round reduction in The Board 
consisted of four elements—the chairman, 
Sir H. Morris, K.C.; four representatives 
of the railway users, six representatives of 
the railway companies, and six representa- 
tives of the trade unions concerned. . No 
fewer than six separate reports have been 
submitted. The chairman seeks to com- 
promise between the companies and the 
workers; for he recommends that there 
shall be a general “ cut ” in the so-called 
conciliation grades of four and one-sixth 
per cent., with a further “ cut ” of four 
and one-sixth per cent. on all wages over 
50s. a week, so long as no reduction 
shall take place in wages under 40s. a 
week: In the case of clerical workers and 
salaried staffs he recommends a basic re- 
duction of four and one-sixth per cent., 7

He knows that the British 
railway companies are in an exceedihgly 
bad way—that they have been hit, on the 
one hand, by increasing road competition, 
and, on the other, by the terrible depres- 
sion of trade which has swept over Europe 
during the last two or three years. Sir 
Harold Morris admits the principle of re- 
duction, but in the opinion of the com- 
panies he does not go far enough, 
inasmuch as his recommendations would 
result in a saving of less than £1,000,000 
a year.

The Free State Department of Agricul- 
ture was officially informed yesterday by 
the British Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries that outbreaks of foot-and-mouth 
disease have been confirmed at (1) Mar- 
gate, Kent; (2) Wanstrow, Somerset, and 
(5) Marlborough, Wilts. The usual pre- 
cautions have been taken by the British 
Ministry to prevent the spread of the 
disease, and that Ministry has made an 
Order, with immediate effect, prohibiting 
the movement of animals qver a large area 
surrounding the infected Fees 

The Free State Department of Agricul- 
ture also has been officially informed that 
the British Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries has made an Order in connection 
with the Pig Market at Montague strect, 
Birmingham. This Order allows of the 
moving of swine intended for immediate 
slaughter to that market with a licence 
granted by an inspector of the local 
authority of the City of Birmingham. 

The Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries announced last night that fresh 
cases of foot-and-mouth disease were con- 
firmed yesterday near Reading, Berkshire; 
near Tonbridge, Kent, and near Shepton 
Mallet, in Somerset.

THE REV. F. J. WALKER, B.D. 

The Rev. F. J. Walker, B.D., who died 
suddenly at Bedford, graduated B.A. in 
Dublin University, with a Senior Moderator- 
ship in Ethics-and Logic and gold medal, in 
1902.

Chatham. 1907-08; Tidworth, 1908-12, ard 
Tientsin, 1912-'14, , 

During the war he was on active service 
in China, 1914-15; France, 1915-19, and 
was mentioned in despatches. On its con- 
clusion he served with the Army of 
Occupation at Cologne, and afterwards 
was appointed. Senior Chaplain at Malta, 
where he served from 1919 to 1924. 
In the latter year he was transferred to the 
Senior Chaplaincy at Woolwich, and in 1925 
was appointed Assistant Chaplain-General, 
Eastérn Command. The Order of C.B.E. was 
conferred upon him in the Birthday Honours 
of 1926. 

Owing to ill-health he was compelled to 
retire in 1928, and took up residence in Bed- 


ford. i 
He is survived by his wife, a son, and a 
daughter.

There will be a good deal ef sympathy 
with the appeal made by Mr. R. 
M‘ Dowell, the President of the Belfast | 
Chamber of Trade, to all employers of | 
labour to consider seriously the position of 
the youth of the present generation, and 
how they might be absorbed into industry. 
Over twenty thousand boys and girls leave 
school in Northern Ireland every year, 
and, with the present condition of trade 
and the prevalent desire for economy, it 
is impossible to absorb more than a mere 
fraction of these into useful employment. 
The great majority of these youths are as 
well educated, quick-witted and as 
nimble with hand and brain as any of 
their predecessors who form the skilled 
workers in the shipyards, factories and 
workshops. It is probably the greatest 
hardship of the trade depression that these 
youths, anxious to work, are unable «to 
find any work, and many of them are 
approaching manhood and womanhood 
without having done any regular work. H 
is a problem which the trade unions and 
the employers combined should tackle. and, 
no doubt, the Government would give any 
assistance in its power. No one could he 
more sympathetic and helpful in all 
matters of this kind than Mr. Andrews. 
the Northern Minister of Labour, as 
proved by the vocational training centre 
Which the Ministry has established in 
Belfast; but it is felt that this has only 
touched the fringe of a yery big problem.

Everyone was 
glad to see Mr. Grogan out again after his 
long run of bad luck.

Being 
bolted again, hounds hunted him hard for 
fifteen minutes, finally marking to ground at 
Hamlinstown, where he was left. 

There were a leash in the covert at Car- 
town, one being hunted first. towards New- 


etown, then right-handed nearly to Listoke 


and back to Cartewn. Pushing him through 
the coyert, hounds ran on towards Pipers- 
town, and, crossing the railwar, hunted past 
Ballymakenny Church into Listoke.. . There 
was a slight check here, but, hitting off the 
line, they ran past the house and re-crossed 
the railway, and were finally stopped on the

U.S. FOOTHOLD IN

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DANGER OF PHILIPPINE 
INDEPENDENCE, 


From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Friday. 

President Hoover has sent to Congress 
a flat veto on the Philippine Independence 
Bill, pointing to the “ chaotic ” situation 
in the Orient ““ and the immense _ neigh- 
bour populations ' near the islands. 

He suggested that there should be no 
immediate curtailment of the American 
authority. 

“In my view,” he says, we must 
undertake further steps towards the 
liberation of the Philippines, but they 
should be based upon a plebiscite taken 
fifteen to twenty years hence.” 

The House of Representatives has, how- 
ever, “ overridden ” the presidential veto 
by passing the bill with a majority of 
more than two-thirds. 

[Note.—The motive behind the bill is 
mainly economic, as imports from the 
Philippines compete with U.S. mainland 
products to the detriment of the home 
country. |
